R. W ertz, 
of the Ohio Agricultural 
Experi­ 
ment station, working 
with the 
rural economics 
department 
of 
the Ohio State university. 
Wertz has studied 
the 
gross 
cash income of agriculture as an 
index of farm prosperity which is 
more reliable than unit price in­ 
dices, because it shows the volume 
of business 
done. 
His 
statistics 
are based upon an index of IOO, 
which is the average gross cash 
income 
from 
the 
principal 
sources, in 1924, 3925 and 1926. 
Shorter Drop 
On this basis the 
dairying 
in­ 
come stalled in 1920 at 147 and 
dropped with all other sources of 
income, in 1921 to 97, which was 
a shorter drop than was shown by 
any other group of commodities, 
and was seven points above the to- 
tol gross cash income.
